Report of Select Committee on 
Claims of McNamce & Co. 

J'o (Jtc Honoin-ah/e tite Sj'o-ih 'r aiic/ Mem- 
bers of the L'-'jislalivc: Aascinbli/ 0/ 
Brithh Columbia. 
Your Coniittiee aiipoinled to enquire 
into the claims of MoNamee Si Co., 
contractors for tho Graving Dock at 
Esquimau, report ns follows: — 

That they have taken for granted 
that Messrs. Kinipploi Morris, Etigi- 
iietTs of UrueiiOfk, Scotland, entered 
into an BRreement, with the govern- 
ment of British Columbia, to select a 
site and furnish plans and speciHca- 
tions for all the work coiinectnd with 
tlie conatrm;tion of a Graving Dock at 
Esquiraalt, British Colutnhia. 

That, in i)urauaiic'i of .said agreement, 
said garving dock silo wa.s selected and 
located by said Engineers at Tbetia 
Cove, Esquimau, aforesaid, and that 
metes and bounds were defined and 
established, showing where and where- 
on eaid firaving Dock -ihould and would 
b(! constructed. 

That iiocurato nie.isurement.s of quan- 
tities and careful tests of quantities of 
Ktratas by boring, i:., was made by 
and for the laifl Engineer.s, within, ami 
Ujion the silo of tlhiMiid (Iruvini: Dock. 
* That phiiiH luiii sriecitii'iu ions for the 
construction of the --uiil (liavmg Dock 
wero drawn and furnished Kysaid Engi- 
neers to and from the (lovernuient of 
British Columbia, ii;, per agreement 
with said government. 

That saiti plans and specifications 
were based upon, taken from, and Inid 
reference to tho site chose)-., and the 
metes and bounds established for tho 
location and construction of saiil Gra- 
ving Dock and no other. 

That McNaraefl & Co., of Montreal, 
in the Province of Quebec, Contractors, 
tendered for and were awarded the con 
tract for the construction of the said 
Graving Dock, for certain sums of 
money, and upon such conditions as 
are in the terms of their contract with 
the Government of British Columbia 
set forth. 

That the tender of McXanieo &. Co 
was made and the contract entered in 
to by them, had reference to and was 
governed by tho plans, specifica- 
tions, and estimates made and 
furnished by the said Engineers, 
Kinippla i Morri.s, and that sucn 
plans, specifications, tests, boring, 
etc., were drawn from and had refer- 
rencc to the site chosen and establish 
ed yb tho said Engineers, and no 
other. 

Your Committee reri|i''Cti vely sub- 
mit that the facis hereinbefore set 
forth are matter of parlimontary his 
tory, and cannot be controverted or 
gainsaid in the whole or in partj and 
they further find from evidence given 
before tbciu, and report — 

That .John Nicholson, John Hun- 
tington, and the late John Kobertson, 
acquired an intert»t and became part 
ners with McNamee i Co., of Alon- 
treal, aforot-aid in the contract and for 
the construction of the f-aid Graving 
Dock at Esquiranit, and were known 
as the local partners of the saiil firnL 

That tho said local coiitnictord ccuitiuu- 
ed to prosecute the work under great dis- 
advantages and con.siderable 1o3h in oun- 
flequenco of such chaufjo ofd.ick sitti un- 
til oti orabout the 20th of April, 1882, 
when they cen.ied tci curry on tho wuik (.f 
construction. 

That the eaid local ccinl riicttirb mistaiti- 
ed losaea in money and d^iinat'ca to iheir 
credit by and through the government i)f 
British Columbia, or the Chief Oommih- 
sioner of Lands and Wurks, iieylectiug or 
evading to muke prunipl paynienlB ou 
Engineer's certilic;ito rtlien iasund fr^m 
time to time as the work proi^ressed. 

That work was commenced by the said 
local partners on dry duck construction 
on or about the lat day of Septeiubea, 
1880, upon a site and within metes and 
bounds indicated ;ind estiibli.shed by \Vm. 
Bennett, reaidoiil duck eiigiiicor. 

That after prosccutiii'j; iho work of o >n- 
Btruction for about four monthn, tho said 
local contractors first came into ponseasion 
of a oopy of the graving dock plans, and 
then and there for tho Brat time aacer- 
tained that tho location of the whole dock 
5ito had been chanf;ud by removing the 
quay wall 43 feet, 6 inches south or in- 
land from the location aclnctod by tho 
■aid enginoera-in-chief, thereby incronsing 
the coaat of copetrtiction, deranging the 
plans drawn and adop'ei, niakinff their 
eatimatea of co.sta and quaiitiliea utterly 
valueliss, iind tuking a new, derarture 
from tho contract enturud iuto.by McXa- 
raee »£: Co for gnivihg duck consiructioii. 

That under the terras of the contract 
entered into by McNaraea & Co., tho 
government of British Ooliimbin agreed 
and wore bound to furnish all tho cement 
required for and in graving dock cona-- 
truction at tho works, and that whon tho 
lociil contraotors auspendod operations 
the government was wholly destitute of 
cement on tho ground, and it was inipoa- 
nible for thein*to furnish the who lo or 
tho greater iisrt of the cement required 
within tho time indicated for tho com- 
pletion of the work in a;iid contract. 

That the government of British Colum- 
bia took ponession of tho plant, property 
fU)d. material pf th» eontracton, on or 



about tho 27th of June, ISS'J, while tlioy 
wore owing tho aiiid cuntnictors !?i;5,187.- 
25, which was not paid until the Hth of 
July, 1882. 

That the government of Britiah Colum- 
bia after undertaking to proaooutu the 
work of construction, in a short time sus- 
pended fiperiition-', thoroby niiikiny nuni- 
feat their iiirtbiliiy to cany ou the Wirk 
after wiolitiny it out ot' tha Imnda of tlie 
contractors under the pretence that it 
wiia not jirusecuted by tliuin with sutHci- 
ent energy und di.sputch. 

That tho governniont of British Colum- 
bia, after sujp'jndins; opL>i;U.ioin, mild tho 
plant, property, iiiid materiiil of tho con- 
tractors th^it they had t.tkoii from tliom to 
the Dominiun govornnienl and received 
pay thereof, without idtunnifyinif or agree- 
ing to indemnify said contractors for the 
same. 

Your Coioriii i ti-c tin rrforc respec'- 
fully .suljiiiit that, I'roin fioM s .'uul (igurr:) 
brought before iluiu in this enquiry, 
they are of the opinion that McN^meR 
& Co. have ju.st cause of coiii[)hunt 
and they suggPHted that to the (,'o\ i!ru 
inont give an opportunity tlm .•■iikI ?i1c- 
Naniee i Co. to state their com plaint 
and to make good their cause Ijefore 
some proi)«rly constituted tribunal, by 
bill or rights, arbitration or otherwise.

The following interesting letter from an 
intending immiyraut from (Jiitario, will 
be found to touch on several important 
subjects aflecting the provinco, and espe- 
cially as to tho neccesaity of making :iome 
preparation for tho reception of the luiino- 
roua iuniiigrants who will surely arrive 
here during the coniii!" .spring and sum- 
iner: 

To riiK Ennoii:— Will you allow nie 
a space in your columns for making a few 
remarks on souie matters of importance to 
your proviiice as well as to the emigrants, 
who may, next spring, go to B.C. in search 
of homes for thom.selvea and families. 
.•Vnd now will you allow me to congratu- 
late you, and the people generally, iiiion 
tho suceasful passage in your logislaiuro 
of that important measure, called the 
.Settlumout Bdl. I see that at the open- 
ing of tho IJouac at Dttawa, mention was 
made in the speech from the Ihtono of the 
same thing, that is an amicable and .satis- 
factory settlement with P.. v.. It is to be 
hoped for the future welt'are of yoiii 
province that this measure will prove an 
successful at the capital as it has been in 
your local house. There are two or three 
questions upon which 1 may be [lermitted 
to make a few remarks, and first let me 
refer you to the emigration wliich may 
take place ne.xt spring to your province. 
Is it not a matter of the greatest inipoi- 
tunce that some ticconnuodutioo should be 
providedfor this emergei.ey i »t nice. J 
hay« road with more than oiamaiy inter- 
est the last numbers of 7V«e t'o/oa/..^, but 
as yet, 1 have auun nothing with regard to 
the building of emigrant sheds, etc. Kor 
somo years ts come \'ictoria will no doubt 
be the port of entry for eniigraiit.s coining 
to the provinces and if during the winter 
season there is not a house or evei»a room 
to let, what will bo tho result in the spring 
when the tide ol' emigrants shall eome 
llioving 111 from all [larts? It may be saul 
you have good hotelsijtius, no doubt, is 
true, but hotel fares however rea.iuiiable 
they maybe, are beyond the reach ot the 
ordinary emigrant. .Another matter ot 
the greutBst moment is the opening up ot 
all oovernment lands at oiiee, or at h'ast 
as soon ii.H [los.sible; if 1 ain 11 t niislalieii 
one. if the gre.ite.st drawbacks to your 
beaut iful province is in not being blest 
with iiiuchgood laud fer agricultural pur- 
po-ses. How importanl then that every 
acre should bo available as soon as it may 
Do retjuired for HOttleineiit. What is the 
rouson we have so many good Canadians 
settled ill Dakota and other States' Is it 
not becau.se the best laiuis at lioiMe wore 
locked up by the governineiit , the C I'. 
Li. and by speculators/ It i,^ to be hopeil 
that your sovernmoiit in UCwill n it lei 
these thing!! |iass by uiiotieed and that by 
jniiicious iegiHlatioii ail who may go lo 
you 111 search of lands will be kept-there 
within your borders enjoying peace and 
prosperity. The Chinese ipiestion is also 
a must important one to the future wel- 
fare of tlie province. 1 see your legisla- 
ture is ill cariiostf about this matter and 
whatever may be done I ttust there will 
be united action in oriler to secure success 
ill the end. Such reports as have been 
read iu various papers with regard to bands 
of Oliliiese who have boon discli;u-ged 111 
the up country from railroad works and 
living I'li caves on plunder and murder, 
these 1 say are enough to frighten tiiiiid 
einigrant.s and keep theiii away. Ciih'ssa 
slop i.s put lo Chinese i)oiiriii;; into your 
country, there is 110 doubt before many 
years} they will be tho ruling element 
there- JTow sir, I have presumed to men- 
tion these three matters, all of importance 
Isl, that accuniiiiodatiijii be provided at 
Victoria for eiiiigr.iiits ; 'Jnil, that every 
acre of land may be made available to 
those who may require such for actual 
settlement, and li/d, thai by wise and 
prudent legislation, llie Chinese may be 
prevented from pouring into ymir country 
[ believe if those things are carried 'out 
to successful i.sHues, that you may look 
forward to a blight ftitiire, what with 
yourspleiidid fishing gnuinds, yourinug- 
niticeiit timber, your wealth 111 minerals, 
and last, but not least, your chtiriniiig 
climate. .Ml these tliing.s combined will 
surely niako of I!. C. a good [dace to dwell 
in . 

In conclusion I must say that since 1 
received my tirst number of The Culouisl 
lust .\pril I have nut missed a copy and I 
have got to think so well of your country 

that 1 have sold my fai'iii here, and hope 
that by iiu.\t .Vpril, my family and myself 
will have tho pleasiiro of paying you our 
respects porsnnally in your olhee at N'ic- 
toria.

The idea prevails that 
Oregon ha.s "got a black eye," and Imi- 
nes.s men here are afraid to venture large 
aceou Ills there. 1 11 connection with the 
Foster failure, news came that the linn, 
though perfectly solid, w.,s unable to lior- 
row so small a sum as $20,000 at I'ori 
land banks, and this is understood io 
mean that Portland bankers are afraid to 
trust their money out of tlinir own hands, 
and it is citeil a.s a circu iiistance eunliriii- 
ing the iinpressiun above referred to of 
the country's distress. The mortgage tax 
law, llie real cause of tho trouble, is not 
understood here, and tho credit of tin- 
nortliwost in San Francisco is poorer imw 
than at any former time.

.Ml'NAMKi;'s CLAIM. 

On tho adjourned dobiile arising on 
Mr. John's motion to adopt tho .select 
coinmitte's report of the claims of Me 
Niimee & Co. 

Mr. Heaven said ho had found stalo- 
ments in lha report uoi strictly iii accord- 
ance with facta as he had found thom. 
There had boon no delay on the part of 
tho provincial government in iasning cei - 
lificatos to contractors for payment by tho 
minister of Finance of Canada. The delay 
had arisen at tlltawa and to hia know- 
ledge many cor.lractors had boon kept 
wailing many iiiontha. The moving of the 
.■die also had delayed the construction 
of the dock. There was every power in 
the contract for arbitration to proceed. 
Ho maintained tho government would re- 
ceive $40,000 more onaccoiintof tho grav- 
ing dock than had been expended, and in 
this case those who had legitimately put 
their money into Ihe enterprise and had 
been heavy losers were entitled to some 
rocomponae, although having no legal 
claim. The forfeiture of the deposit of 
$10,000 of McNamoo' it Co. also was so 
ninch more in tho troaanry funds on this 
aci' iiinl. Ho would like tho government 
le give this suggestion serious eonaidora 
tioil. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe could not undorataiul 
the position the leader of the opposition 
at present ocoiipiod, The claims origi- 
nated entirely under and in consequence of 
the action of the late government. The 
last speaker as chief comniiasionor, had e.x- 
ercisod tho power given him under tho 
dock contract, which was a caat iron one. 
He (Mr. Boaven) now advanced that 
claims which his action had originated, 
and which ho had refuaod to recognize 
should now ho satisfied aiii f'y on tho as- 
sumption that the province was going to 
receive a little more than the actual cash 
outlay made by the provincial govern- 
ment on the dry dock . The contractors 



of the dry dock had a good grievance. They 
had been badly used, but he could not re- 
cognize al this date that they had any 
legal claims. Whatever had been done by 
the late government had been done in ac- 
cordance with the legal authority given 
them under the contract, and therefore 
the contractors, however hurd their case 
might be, could not obtain redress. Sir 
Charles Tuiiper when in tho province had 
admitted that that tho contractors might 
have a good claim against the Dominion 
Government. The speaker thought they 
were entitled to some recompense from 
the Dominion (ioverinneiit for the plant 
taken over, and if they submitted their 
claims to the Dominion Oovernuient, it 
would doubtless make every roasoiiablo 
ullowance to them. He would move that 
all the words after the word 
"that" should be struck out and 
the following inserted: "In the opinion 
of this hnuso the granting of ii fiat for a 
petition of right is regulated and should 
be governed by the ix'titioiis of ri^ht and 
Crown Procedure Act, 1871!- 

Mr. ( )rr supported tho claims of tho 
dock contractors, urging that they had 
boon greatly out unci injured by tho re- 
moval uf the dock site, for which, ho said, 
tlicro had been no necessity. 

KVJiNlNG SESSION. 

Mr. Pooley said tho leader of the oppo- 
sition advanced that because the proviuee 
had made a good bargain, it should pay old 
claims, known, or stated to be, unjust. It 
was a most siriiiige position (or that genlle- 
'.nau to take. The adoption of this lepurt 
would l]f' contraiy to llu- rules and orders 
of tlie bouse. .\'great deal was to lie saiil 
oil liotli sides. If tlie ([tiestioii of eoiiipeii- 
salioii was to be sutisfactorily settled, it 
e.inlil only be done, calmly and consider- 
ately, in a court of .lustieo - the Siipromo 
Court of Hiitish I'oluinbia. If these men 
had juiit claims, tlo n by all means let them 
be paid. Ho should vote with the leader of 
the governmeiil. Imi hoped that the latter 
would take into serious eniiHideratiou the 
(piestion of payiiii; lliese men. 

lion. Mr. Smithe ask. il permission to 
withdraw his ameudiui'iit. Notliiiig wcpuUI 
be beiler for the gi>vei iiiiieiit than that the 
pi-lilion of rii;lit sloiiild br I. ■•.led in a eoort 
ofl;i\v. Ilr Ihuuglii. howe\,r.

Hon. Mr. llobson said the leader of the 
opposition who played the Shylock, when 
in power, with regard to tho contractors, 
now appeared in the magnaniinous rolo of 
a suppliant for the very men lo whoso 
claims he had refused lo listen. It was 
wonderful what inllueuco the cold shades 
of the opposition had upon tho lion, gen- 
tleman (laughter). The real inwardneaa 
of the whole matter waa that the dock 
had beon used aa a political machine to 
destroy those com ractois and trample on 
their inlerosls in the moat btise way, in 
the vain ultoinpt to bolster up an efl'eto 
and imbecile government. (Hoar, hear.) 
At a moat critical momont tlie loader of 
the opposition had atood up in this house 
amrstated, with the intention that it 
ahoiild be apread throughout the pro- 
vince and perhaps telegraphed to t)ltawa, 
that the province was to receive from tho 
Dominion a sum in connection with tho 
drydoek rofuiid which would be §40,000 
in excess of that to which it waa entitled. 
What eoiirao should this government piir- 
Huo to counlnracl the oll'oct uf Ihusu dam 
aging atalomonts, false to the very core 
with tho intention that they should have tho 
effect of defeating the Settlement Bill and 
thereby injuring the best interests of the 
country'! (Hoar, hear.) So far from be- 
ing overpaid, the province after receiving 
tho refund uf ^-'fiO.OOO would still fall 
short of some §44,000 on dock expendi- 
ture. It would be a fatal mistake for the 
contractors to carry their claima to a court 
of law, and ho was a true friend to thom 
in advising them not to do so, for if they 
H'oro defeated, and such was almost a cer- 
tainly, they would go lo Ottawa under 
very unfavorable circumstaneea. On tho 
other hand, their -claims, if forwarded as 
they now atood, would be presented to 
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the Dominion governiuo::L iindor tho most 
favorable circumstances that could be ob- 
tained. Heahuuld support the motion to 
withdraw the amendment. 

Mr. Duck said if the contractors were 
entitled to uuy coinpenaatii n in justice or 
law,lhoy could only look to tho provincial 
governntent to settle it. For his part hu 
thought they should receive .uiiue com- 
pensation from tills sotirce, ,iud that their 
claim could only be considered, if consid- 
ered at all, by a petition of riglit. 

Mr. Grant said that if the contractors 
ever obtained any cotn[)en3alion it would 
be by throsving theinsolvos on the iik icy 
of the Duininion or the provincial govern- 
ments — for legal claims ihey had none.
